Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 40-71 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
combination of elements including an impeller, a plurality of magnets, each magnet 
disposed within one of the blades of the impeller, wherein an axis of magnetization of 
the magnets is substantially parallel to an impeller axis of rotation, was not found in the 
prior art search.
